to a certain extent; for they no longer liave anything to control, and 
only draw their profits.

They can no longer produce wha* thev will, nor at what price 
they will, nor with what workmen they will; all, all is prescribed to 
them' by the management of the trust.

Fightiiig Socialism vrith Boomerangs 

The current Catholic Fortuighlly Revien', under the above caption, 
reads capitalist-serving church pajiers a sermon on their auti-Socialist 
editions, wliich we give in substance below, including a reprinted 
editorial from one of our recent issues, which the Review reproduces 
entire. Tlie Review resents tile sort of tactics against ns that smells 
of service to corrupting capitalism and capitalism's soiled dollars: , 

[From the Catholic Fortnightly Rets'ete.] ' ' 

The Milwaukee CalhoUe C'l'tfzen recently got out a special anti- 
Socialism edition which received warm prais. from a number of other 
Catholic meUies, tbougli it was real'jr a piteotia atiortioa, apt to make, 
rather than convert, Soirialists. The Citisert reprinted all (he path 
it was able to e.xtnict from its CalhoHc - at uK awit w i ari e i , but ft >ety 
prudently ignored tlie telling criiici$m.s to which it was vreated by the 
-SeialUt press, notably the SOCIAL-DEMOCRATIC HERALD, 
also (lublished in Milwaukee, wlikh in its No. 574 trencliantly re¬ 
marked : _ , 

The Catholic Citizen ha< issued an anli-Sncialism edition, made np 
taracly of advertizing. It was the Citizen itself that pointed out a year or 
so ago the possibility of its ebnreh lending itself as tbe last bulwark of 
capiulisni aKainsl the effort of the people to bring about aocial emancipa¬ 
tion. Wc notice by the advertising that the ke trust, the telephone mon¬ 
opoly, the tinware trust, the leather triut, the tobacco trust, and the like, 
have all paid over money to help the anti-Socialist edition along. 

Aa' to the edition itself, it is probably about as weak an attack as Is 
the usual anti-Socialist output. And we alto notice that tbe editor was 
very careful not to give Ine parts of Leo Xlll'a encyclical on Socialism 
wherein, while tilling at a certain type of Socialists, he utters and endorses 
the very spirit of Social-Deniocrscy. "It it just Ibst the fruits of a man'a 
sweat and labor should be enjoynl by another? As effects follow tbeir 
cause, so it ia just and right that the results of labor abould belong to him 
who has labored,” he aaya. 

To hold to inch truths and still try to defend the capitalist system, 
which has made the WORKING people the POOR elasa ia aociely and 
heaped np fabolout wealth for idlers and parasites, puts onr clerical op¬ 
ponents in a laughable predicament, and naturally the anH-Sociilist edhion 
brutlea with contradictions, fatal admiasiona, aiql ittuabifaiga. 

And the Citizen would not have to get out such an rditlM were it not 
a fact that capitalism, foul bird of prey that it if, is picking the meat 
from the bonet of Catholic workingmen and tbeir dear oner, just as rapa- 
ckmily aa from the bones of the rest of the working class. 

To floc who had read the Cilisen’s anti-Socialist edition with even 
a slight scientific knowledge of 5 iodalUai and tlie causes underlying 
its profiaganda, the SOCIAL-DEMOCRATIC H^ALD’S ’‘avgtssnen- 
turn ad homtnem” was simply unanswerable,—which is tantamount to 
saj'ing that the Citizen's special edition was a veritable boomerang 
which did more harm than good. 

It was precisely such bludering we had in mind whefi we arrote 
in our VoL xv, No. 19, p. 583: “IXus is Socialism making headway 
among us. AikI what are we doing to counteract it? Pushing the 
needed social reforms? Are wc not rather furuiMting the SoctalisU 
weaponsf One of the strongest of these weapons is the uttiiilelligent, 
brutal attitude of a portion of our Catholic press.” 

Of course, it is not the Catholic Church that is at fauh. She lias 
never failed, through her constituted authorities, to instruct the faitliful 
on the true nature of the social question. What a wonderful pro¬ 
gramme is contained e. g. in Leo XlH's encyclical on labor, the really 
salient passages of which our Catholic newspapers not infrequently 
suppress, as the Catholic Cilisen did in the pre.sent instance, for feac 
of offending their capitalistic readers and advertisers I 

We hope the SOCIAL-DEMOCRATIC HERALD and other So¬ 
cialist journals will keep on ribroasting Catholic editors until they quit 
boosting robber trusts, inform themselves on the underlying principles 
of the great social question, and take a liand in workhig for its prac¬ 
tical solution. 


The Law of Wages.—Tlie law of 
wages may, then, be ascertained by 
applying the general law of value 
to the (larticular commodity labor 
power. In making this application, 
we must observe tliat to speak of 
"the production of labor power" is 
the same at to speak of the main¬ 
tenance of the worker's life and 
what ordinarily goes with it—the 
maintenance of hit family to the 
point wltere they becane self-sup¬ 
porting. Hyndinan state- tbe law 
as follows: 

"The capialist buys labor power 
as a conmKjdity at its cost of pro¬ 
duction as measured by the quantity 
of food, raiment, bouse room, fuet 
and other materials which go to cre¬ 
ate it and keep it in order wilbool 
deterioration. Labor power, there¬ 
fore, is bought at the cxzst of sub- 
ristence, according to tbe standard 
of Kfe of the wooers who sell it. 
which varies in different trades and 
in dhUmtwmt countrier, but always 


tends to aiiproacfa the mere suh- 
sistence level." 

It is a mistake to speak o( the 
"iron law of wages," as Lassalle did. 
Marx repudiated this phrase. In 
cconomic.s there arc no "iron” laws. 
The subsistence theory of wages is, 
however, a correct statement of a 
general tendency. Siome workers 
at any given time get wages con¬ 
siderably above the subsistence 
level; others get wages cons'iderahly 
below that level, and slowly starve 
or are partly dependent on charity. 
But cfxiipctitjon among workhig- 
mcn and among employers, as well i 
as oilier influences, tend always to 
equalize the.se extreroet. drawing 
ws^rkers from those places and 
i trades where wages are low to those 
trades and plac« whece they arc 
high, iocrea-ing demand and redttc- 
mg supply in the former, iocrrasing 
supply and. reducing oeroand in the 
latter, levcRkg km- wages up and 
high wages down. 


Product and Surplus Value.— 
Having tbe necessii^ land, build¬ 
ings, machinery, etc.', and the nec¬ 
essary raw materials, the capitalist 
buys the labor power he nerds to 
run llte machinery and work up the 
materials. (Evning all these things, 
he owns the product. 

Deducting the cost of materials 
anil tlic wear and tear of machinery, 
etc., foni the value of the gross 
product, we have the net value pro¬ 
duced. from which must be furtiter 
deducted tbe wages paid for the la¬ 
bor which produced it. 

Now the progress of invention 
ha.s long since enabled social labor 
to prodixe a value for in excess of,

Human labor gets 
raw materials and food out of the 
soil by creating marhinery and niiag 
it upon the land. Whoever has con¬ 
trol of Iind and maebinery faai con¬ 
trol of human labor, and with it of 
human life and liberty. 

Today the machinery and the land 
used for lodostrial pn.-pws ue 
owned by a rapidly decreasing min¬ 
ority. So long at machinery is sim¬ 
ple and easily handled by one mao. 
It does not make its owners so power¬ 
ful that they can dominate the sources 
of life of others. But when machin¬ 
ery becomes more and more com¬ 
plex and expensive, and requires for 
itt effective operation the orinnizcd 
effort of many workers, its inBuence 
reaches over w-ider indawider circles 
of life. The owners of such machin¬ 
ery become the dominant class. 

The Haaect in Subjection. 

In proportion as the number of 
such machine owners compared to 
all other classes decreases, their 
power in the nation and in the world 
tncreates. They bring ever larger 
masses of working people under their 
control, reducing them to the point 
where muscle and brain are th.-ir 
only productive property. Millions 
of formerly lelf-eroploymg workers 
thus become the helpless wage slaves 
of the industrial mastera 

TTie more the woqomic power of 
the ruling class grows, the less use¬ 
ful does It become in the life of the 
nation. 'The overwhelming bulk of 
the useful work of the nation falls 
upon the shonlden of the classes that 
either, have no other productive prop¬ 
erty but that manual and menu! la¬ 
bor power — the wage workers — or 
tbst hsTC but little laud and little 
machinery outside of their tabor 
newer—tne small traders and small 
lariMrs.

(iloycs. attending church, 
friends, etc.: llie other chikln-n of 
the family, for fear of falling lie-i 
hind in tlieir studies or of liaving 
the truancy officer pounce up<ui 
them, reguiarlv attend scIkxiI ; and 
the mother, liaving no one to as¬ 
sist her. diifs her sho|iping the 
same a.s usually .handing Iter infect-; 
ed money to the grocer and liaker, 
and perchance calls on friends or 
neighbors to tell them of Mary's 
illmsss. Thus the disea.«c is spread 
broadcast in a thousand ways. In 
many instances, liowcvrr. it is not 
onlv the fear of incurring cx|)cnse. 
hut also the dread of tlic yellow, 
bine, or red (ilacanl that deters 
{leoplc from consulting a physician, 
for quarantine places great Irard- 
ships upon the average working- 
man's home. The .fatiier of the 
family must then either remain 
awav from his home or allow him¬ 
self to be locked up with the rest of 
the familv, which means loss of 
wages anil often loss of a job. In 
the case of the small business men, 
it frequently means ruin. Is it to 
be wonderetl at that iicople olijcct 
to quarantine f’ brother phy.si- 
cian infonned me of a case where 
the father wa\ obliged to sleep un¬ 
der a porch (and in cold weather) 
while thtf familv was quarantined. 
When the physician solemnly an¬ 
nounces tliat the case is an infec¬ 
tious one and that the house, in ac¬ 
cordance with tile laws and ordi¬ 
nances, will be placarded, conster¬ 
nation usually overtakes the unfor¬ 
tunate family. The iilcadings of 
these unlucky (leoplc are sometimes 
(litiful, and many a physician is no 
doubt led by their importunations 
to refrain from following the law¬ 
ful course.

to light. Quarantine is primarily 
established for the licnefit of the 
community, hence it is only just 
tlial the community reimburse tin- 
indiviilual for all losses sustained. 
It might be objected tliat this will 
involve the city in too great an ex- 
Iicnsc. I will, in reply, say that if 
by this means disea.se can lie kept 
within bounds and its ravages re¬ 
duced, then the commonwealth will 
have been well repaid. The ex- 
ticnsc accruing in coping with dis¬ 
ease will ultiinatciv be reduced to a 
mmimum. Rut health and life arc 
vital phenomena, whereas gold is a 
dead substance; the one cannot lie 
compared with the other. single 
life is worth more than all the gold 
extant. Only the avaricious and 
niggardly (a class'of people not as 
yet extinct) will ttanslate the value 
of life, health and liappinrss into 
terms of dollars and cents. 

More thorough fumigation of the 
infected diycllings is to be recom¬ 
mended. At present only the room 
that is suppo^ to have been oc¬ 
cupied by the (laticnt, is fumigated. 
But the patient is in many instances 
taken from room to room (and this 
is necessary in small dwellings in 
order to air the rooms), and thus 
the entire house becomes infected. 
The infectious material is also con¬ 
veyed to distant parts of the lionse 
by the nurse and the family mem¬ 
bers, also by towels, clothing, etc. 

A well equipped hospital for in¬ 
fectious di.sea.ses would be a boon, 
particularly to the small business 
man who has hi.s business closely 
connected with his living apart¬ 
ments. Time and time again 1 have 
seen mothers and fathers tend to 
their diildren sick with scarlet fe¬ 
ver or diphtheria and then, with in¬ 
fected hands and clothing, step into 
the store to wait on their customers. 
And it is the small business man 
who objects most strenuotisly 
against quarantine. He is not to 
be blamed, for it means utter ruin. 
But a real hospital. large and mod¬ 
em, would be required. Our dun¬ 
geon, called haspital for infectious 
diseases, is a disgrace to the city. 
In fine, to tjiorout^y rid ourselves 
of infectious disease we must have 
better eomomic and sanitary condi¬ 
tions, pure and plenty food, proper 
clothing, healthful living apart¬ 
ments, pure air, sanitary work¬ 
shops and school houses, pare 
water, clean cities, well-equipped* 
hospitals, proper health laws, and' 
higher education. 

I, the undersigned, feet that I 
am in duty bound to pobticly call 
attention to the iniquidet attending 
our present cruel and barbarous 
method of quarantine as well as to 
its baleful results. Wbo will re¬ 
lieve us of this calamity?

Occasionally, ' the supporter of 
the family i.s pennitted to occupy 
a separate room in the house, and 
is then allowed to go alxnit his 
work. But this is a quarantine only 
in name, a farce ind^! What fa¬ 
ther will refrain from stealthily 
slipping into the room of his strug¬ 
gling child to soothe and console it? 
,\11 the health rules ever enacted by 
the wisest and shrewdest of law¬ 
makers cannot prevent him from 
acting thus. .Again, under other 
rulings, the entire family is quar¬ 
antined, but how is this family 
going to obtain the necessary pro¬ 
visions, rrmetlies, rir ? At times an 
officer is sent to do errands for 
these stricken people. But he comes 
irregularly and at long intervals or 
remains away altogether. What is 
now to be dune? Submit and starve? 
Tlat quarantine under these cir¬ 
cumstances becomes a nuisann and 
an absurdity is onlv too apparent. 
W'ill parents stand idly by and see
